Princeton. However, when they want something technical done, they go to 
somebody from Humboldt State. Humboldt State is an hour's commute from 
Scotia. Yep, Pacific Lumber's backyard. It is where California gets its 
Fish & Game Biologists, Game Wardens, Water Quality Lab. Techs, Foresters 
and Watershed Managers. The most powerful Democrat in Sacramento is Willie 
Brown. The most powerful Republican is Pete;Wilson. Both get their major 
environmental advice :from graduates of the CSU's Humboldt State: 

There is other leverage there as well. The CSU itself, not the 
Legislature, decides how and where the money that the Legislature gives :to 
it will be spent. The CSU Chancellor has enormous power, thanks to the 
notorious Asleep at the Wheel:.CSU Trustee MO. It is like the old days in 
the Pentagon when those who-went along with the Pentagon got the bases and 
the local contracts.

Look at the Resolution carefully, page 2, lines 19 through 24. That 
paragraph is Sacramentospeak of Humboldt State University in Arcata, California. 
Yes, the northernmost. campus of the CSU system is a Humboldt County neighbor 
of the Maxxam'Group’s mainstay cash cow: the Eel: River Main Holdings of the 
Pacific Lumber Company. Protecting this cash cow is the most critical lynch- 
pin to Maxxam's financial .empire. Maxxam- Group is the most leveraged major 
corporation. The whole-thing.depends upon that cash flow from the woods and 
mills in and around Scotia. The company.must either have money that has come 
in'from forced: Eminent Domain Parkland Takeovers (.what it most wants .) or 
from a steady supply of sold redwood.timber. Temporary ‘stalls on timber 
harvests for-a few years (. anda decade: is not unusual for a wildlife study, 
some last for’generations ) while studies are made on wild life impacts 
‘could break the lynchpin and with it the whole over-extended empire. Parks 
are what Maxxam desires most. It could survive, however, just fine without 
‘them. The profits just would not be as Staggering. ‘What it has feared most 
has tended to come out of Humboldt State: studies on marbled murrelets and 
spotted Owls that enabled lawsuits to stall PacificiLumber timber harvests. 
A’bunch of this kind of stuff without parkland takeovers to tide Pacific Lumber 
over while things wind through the courts and the cash cow is dead...or at least 
not productive enough 'to keep the rest of the empire afloat ‘until the junk 
‘bonds. are paid off, the Puerto Rico Resort .Complex completed and‘etc. They 
had to get a handle on the CSU's Humboldt State. What better handle than the 
Chancellor in’a-system where the Chancellor has. exceptional ‘power? | 

_As well, Humboldt State is a major whelping.ground for eco-activists. 
The major eco-groups get their people from schools with squash courts instead 
of wildlife'pens. However, wheniwe look at those pesky ‘local’ groups we are 








apt to be looking at.cited studies done at Humboldt State. Even the majors, 
when they need something scientific, tend :to go:with somebody from that hoi 
polloi public university with fairly easy admissions. You-won't find any 
Humboldt State Grads. on the Board of Audubon or the Sierra Club.. You will 
find plenty writing the detailed-scientific field studies in The Journal of. 
Wildlife Management. In Sacramento's legislative offices, eco-politics: is 

a ‘Humboldt State turf. In .the California'State Agencies, it is even more 

‘a Humboldt State Turf. The Water Quality Engineers, the Park Rangers and 
especially the State Foresters and the State Fish and Game Biologists all 

tend to come out of Humboldt State. It is Calif. Dept. of Forestry and The 
State Dept. of Fish and Game that can make or break Maxxam. In both agencies, 
the lion's share of the technical people come out of Humboldt State. -All’ those 
student Wildlife Management Majors from Humboldt State are like:a plague 

of locusts unto Maxxam...verily, :a ptague that could bring great weeping and 
wailing and gnashing of teeth jin the Boardrooms: and meeting halls of the 
Cheiftain[ sand his followers. Up goes the debate on Old-Growth bé

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There is something.else here. Certainly, ‘the Head.of Maxxam 
and the major Eco-peopie do not speak to each other. However, the boys 
behind the major environmental power groups and the investment banking: 

‘These are 
people from.similiar educations and’ much: the same schools. In both, the

1 
recall, ruefully, going around the campaign desks at Greenpeace and noting 
where the young:power elite of Greenpeace had gone to-school: Cornell, 
Williams, Occidental, Harvard and etc. These are people largely of similar 
backgrounds and very strong the-end-justifies-the-means ethics. Few, damn 
few are born poor or even upper working class. Lots of preppies...and we 
aren't talking podunk ‘prep., but Andover, St. Marks, and etc. in both: 
cases. Complete is the contempt for working class people and -.working 
class values. It is difficult to find any of these folk who did not 

| manage to evade the Vietnam Era Draft were they of that age bracket. 
They do not betray their social stations, period.. However, what is 
done to the peasants is.another story. They believe in what they are 
doing and work incredibly hard.. Because of this belief, they have no 
sense of the idea that perhaps that, the end does not justify the means. 
They use their connections within government, which are considerable. {It 
is.one reason, these connections, that 'preppie preference’ prevails at 
hiring time. They have no sense that the .foik -they throw out of work 
might, consequently -have real problems as a.result. For ‘them,. work has 
always been easy :to find. They have connections and don't know what 
real suffering is. They are, in‘a:very real sense, innocent of knowledge 
of the consequences .of their actions. fo 
[sss]. has: been extremely critical of corporate 
takeovers. They have been a disaster for jobs and the very industrial 
base of the nation. [| over''a decade ago,. said of ‘the: environ- 
mental’ movement: "There does not seem to be anyone in the environmental 
movement willing. to consider the economic ‘or social consequences of their 
actions. Until that happens, I see.no chance for understanding." Well, 
it has not happened. ‘In the interim,| ——__—|could- have said the same 
thing about the corporate raider/investment banking cult, 
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These people do understand one another. We all remember what 
ire James Watt raised in the environmental circles. James Watt had 
had a very brilliant academic record. However, it had not been at 
the right schools. He kept saying the wrong things. Again, again 
and again, James Watt took heat for Forest Service Polices. James 
Watt had virtually nothing to do with the Forest Service. The Forest 
Service is under Agriculture. James Watt was Secretary of Interior. 
The key person behind the Forest Service at this time was The Assistant 
secretary of Agriculture for Natural Resources and Environment, I 
will play a game...I will bet that you cannot recall the man's name. 
However, the man who created the policies that raised so much ire 
was an Establishment Child of Dartmouth College and Harvard Law School. 
He knew to pose with his bird-watcher's field glasses while Mr. Watt 
was posing with his rifle and freshly shot antelope. He wore the right 
clothes and said the right things. 

There is an ethic here. It is not the ethic of you or I, but there 
is an ethic. When they first started breaking open the tangled maze of 
covert deals and quid-pro-quos behind the Drexel ponzi empire...and that 
is really what it was, a very complex ponzi scheme; they had to get a 
chink in the armour. This was not easy. Lowly bond runners were phoning 

| swith quick tips on soon-to-be-hot stocks. Drexel was winking coe 

at the practice because these buy-ins by tipped-off friends and relatives 
make takeovers easier to accomplish. The turtle’s shell was very hard 
and very closed. Drexel had wanted the arbitrage network covertly tipped 
off. It was to their advantage to have large blocks. of stock inthe hands 
of people totally in favor of a takeover's quick profits for the arbitrage 
network. Looking for a chink, Feds.found one inf sd who had never 
quite fit in. [sJwas a very devout Jew. He was from a lower middle 
class New York background.

Senate Concurrent Resolution No. 22—Relative to the 
Center for the Resolution of Environmental Disputes. 


LEGISLATIVE COUNSEL'S DIGEST 

SCR 22, as introduced, Keene. Center for the Resolution 
of Environmenta! Disputes. 

This measure would request the Chancellor of the 
California State University to establish the Center for the 
Resolution of Environmental! Disputes to provide third-party 
assistance to governments, businesses, and citizen groups in 
the settlement of natural resource disputes and to offer 
courses of study and conduct research in environmental 
dispute resolution.

1 WHEREAS, Rapid population growth and competing 
2 demands for California’s natural resources often 
3 engender intense public conflict over their wise and 
4 equitable use; and 
5 WHEREAS, Traditional approaches for resolving 
6 complex environmental issues that involve litigation or 
7 the vote of the people during elections are costly, time 
8 consuming, and limited in the alternatives that may be 
9 presented for resolving the issues; and 
10 WHEREAS, Mediation, neutral third-party facilitation, 
1k and other negotiation techniques have been successfully 
12 applied in a range of natural resource disputes, and often 
13 result in new solutions that better satisfy all parties. 
14 Facilitated discussions can also help to avoid conflicts by 
15 addressing issues at early stages of development; and 
16 WHEREAS, As the luxury of broad choices in 
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California’s natural resource use declines, the practice ( 
and teaching of environmental dispute resolution takes — 
on even greater importance, which warrants active state 
support and participation; now, therefore, be it 

Resolved by the Senate of the State of California, the 
Assembly thereof concurring, That the Members request 
the Chancellor of the California State University to take ;

(a) The center shall be authorized to do all of the 
following: 

(1) Provide neutral third-party assistance to 
governments, businesses, and citizen groups in the 
settlement of natural resource disputes. 

(2) Offer courses of study and conduct research in 
environmental dispute resolution. 

(3) Accept grants and charge fees for service on a 
nonprofit basis to support the operation of the center. 

(b) The center shall be sited at an existing campus of 
the California State University which is centrally located 
to ongoing natural resource conflicts concerning forests, 
fish, water, coastal and ocean resources, wild and scenic 
rivers, threatened or endangered species, or wilderness 
and wildland resources. 

(c) The Legislature requests the Chancellor of the 
California State University to establish and convene an 
advisory task force to develop a plan for the center 
composed of the following members: os 

(1) The Chancellor of the California State University, 
or his or her designee, who shall be the chairperson of the 
advisory task force. 

(2) The Director of Forestry and Fire Protection. 

(3) The Director of Fish and Game. 

(4) Two faculty members of the California State 4 
University, appointed by the chancellor, one of whom 
shall have expertise in conflict resolution and one of 
whom shall have expertise in natural resources. 

(5) Qne representative from a natural resources-based 
industry and one representative from an environmental 
organization each of whom have personally participated 
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in negotiated environmental disputes, to be selected by 
the members described in paragraphs (1) to (4), 
inclusive. 

(6) The members of the advisory task force may select 
additional members whom they consider necessary or 
desirable. 

(d) In developing the plan, the advisory task force 
shall solicit advice from, other institutions or centers for 
environmental conflict resolution, including, but not 
limited to, those associated with academic institutions, 
and from foundations and private organizations that 
support negotiation as a means of resolving disputes; and 
be it further . 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Senate transmit a 
copy of this resolution to the cellor of the California 
State University. ©

There is a great body of testimonial evidence to support the 
argument that there is a strong dichotomy between the emotional 
personalities and operational philosophies of the two principals 
im this incident. Judi Bari had too.much to lose and nothing to 
gain by getting involved in some asinine bombing stunt. Call 
her inattentive, call her overly trusting, call her even an 
‘unconsciously willing victim, but Judi Bari is not a violent 
terrorist or murderer.

A small charge black powder blast set off inside a car is 
eminantly survivable, ewpecially by the person sitting in the 
passenger seat in this case, much less so by the victim (ask a 
professional explosives stunt performer).

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" have ‘blown hergelf up to gain public attention, she was riding 
‘the crest, she was on the verge of a ‘great breakthrough. Hut, 
what better cover could the doer have than to-appear to be one of 
the injured victims of the attack... It’s a desperate gamble but

It rules out 
Cherney’s only plausible supposedly “non-violent” target option, 
a fake car bombing on the Santa Cruz campus, because the case 
would have been removed from the car and taken into the rally. 
Can the instruments and their cases be reconstructed to determine 
where the bomb was hidden? Is one of the instruments missing?

The "Demon Letter” writer could be one of the perpetrators 
getting nervous and trying to cover possible mistakes. Note how 
he’s trying to introduce the element of 4& malfunctioning timer to 
deflect suspicion (clock spring?). Note the parodied religious 
element to the letter and the reference to "tree worshipper” 
versus Cherney’s "cow worshipper." The “meeting with the 
loggers," wasn’t that inside information? Was Cherney part of 
that meeting or was he excluded? Dees the abortion theme somehow 
tie into their previous relationship? Does the. pronounced 
writing style look familiar? All sign posts, perhaps, of the 
rebellious little boy trying to cover his dirty little deed, yet, 
at the same time begging to be punished. 


Was Cherney’s reaction to the FRI‘s implied accusation shock, 
dismay, or confusion, or was it glaring .bad boy defiance? 
Compare this with Bari‘s reaction. Play the tape of the radio 
phone call: from jail, wasn’t he actually bragging? 


Summary and Conclusion. 


Judi Bari is no fanatical bomber, every knowledgeable observer 
will confirm that, it doesn’t fit! She was the target of an 
attack, however, and a careful process of examination and 
elimination should be able to determine specifically who targeted 
her for an attack and .who carried it out. Circumstances relative 
to inside knowledge, ease of opportunity, mode of operation and 
rs personal motive clearly implicate two people as possible 
e co-conspirators and perpetrators in this case. 


If this theory is correct, there is an unstable and violent 
individual on the loose who must now strike out at anyone who may 
know hiss secret and threatens to expose him. Judi ‘Bari is stil} 
in danger, if he SEePecsS that the game is up ‘he may try to 
finish the job.

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APFFENDIX A. 
Accidental. detonation in this case ts not likely. 


The Army trained me in explosives use and handling which included 
the operation of timed electrical detonating devices. My memory 
may be a little faulty and’ my information is dated, please excuse 
the laptes. 


1) Detonation by static spark would occur when the device is 
removed from the vehicle at the end of a long trip. Since static 
charge bleeds off when the vehicle stands still :-over night a 
static spark is not likely to occur with the device sitting still 
inside the vehicle at the beginning of the trip. 


2) Friction ignition of black powder generally occurs in hot, dry 
ambient conditions and is induced by a hard jarring ehock or by 
excessive compression. Not likely in this case. 


3) The most frequent case of accidental detonation, by far, as I 
remember it, was mishandling of the timer/power source during 
arming. You’ve heard about the absent minded anarchist who blew. 
himself up because he got the arming procedure backwards? He 
hooked up the battery, set the time, tried to set the alarm, 
missed it, and ‘tried to reset the alarm. To avoid accidents of 
this sort battery connection was always left until the last 
possible instant and the detonator/timer leads were always 
disconnected from the battery and taped 2" apart to a non- 
conducting surface during transportation. I’d be very surprised 
if the "Mad ‘Bomber‘s Manual” did not contain a wimilar safety 
warning. 


4) 1 have to assume from the above, therefore, that the bomb in. 
Judi Bari’s car went off because it was at least partially armed, 
or "off safe" with the battery hooked up. Whether or not it went 


_off as timed is yet to be determined.

Using baneful "war" rhetoria, some elected representatives, 
timber chiefs, and media apparently seek to foment violence this 
Summer against peaceful environmental activists. Reasons for 
this are not totally clear. Coming first to mind is the possibility 
that pro-timber interests=--such as North Coast State Senator 
Barry Keene and union representative Don Nelson--desire violence 
against protesters in order to somehow discredit: a righteous 
and necessary ovposition force seeking to end forest destruction . 
by an out of control industry. So-called "radical" environmentalists 
have succeeded over the past few years in calling thevworld's 

_attention to corrupt and illegal dealings by industry and elected 
officials. To discredit the truths brought forward by this movement, 
pro-industry forces are inventing scenarios ef violence designed 
to taint this summer's actions. Here are some truths of maximum 
importance for activists, media, elected officials, wood workers, 
and industry representatives to keep in mind this Summer.

1) Activities designed to halt tllecal logging overations will y

Eo enforce existing laws. State Senator Barry Keene, Assemblyman 
Dan Hauser, and Congressman.Doug Bosco have during thelin Lengthy 
terms’ proved invaluable to industry, allowing deforesters to 
evade these laws. Inflammatory, violence-prone language by 
Mr. Keene, et al, will only encourage the violence they ostensibly 


‘deplore. Elected and. industry representatives often make statements 


about protesters’ attitudes and tactics that have no vasis..in reality. 
In order to perpetrate politics as ueual--l.e. for and by 

big ‘business--these representatives seek to discredit: the naturally 
occuring popular uprising against corrupted, special-interest 
policies, a movement of dissent that represents a majority opinion. 


Mississippi Summer in the California Redwoods will occur 
because the people want it, the people are tired of watching the 
world's finest forests sold for maximum profit to benefit the 
few. People are tired of hearing lies from politicians and 
industry leaders, tired of campaign and business promises uttered 
only to advance the greedy gpoals of industry. The people .are 
hungry for justice for our battered forests, hungry to ‘halt 
widespread abuses ‘that ‘should have been stopved by people like 
Keene years ago. The popular surge of activist energy to save 
forest land would occur with or without Earth First!, with: or 
without a Mississippi Summer in the California Redwoods. 

It does not take a lawyer to realize that widespread deforestation 
in California is illegal. It does not take a biologist to 
realize that industry g current rampage is catastrophic Lo ‘the 
land and’ people of this. are. It does not take a politician’ 

to realize that many elected representatives like Keene, Bosco, 
and Hauser are virtually on industry's payroll. And it does. not 
take a Gandhi to believe that the real violence will stop when 
sndustrial forestry as currently practiced is brought to. an end.

Often demonstzators in the woods are met with hostile, 
violent phetoric from loggers, who are usually the toughest 
and most outspoken of wood workers. During actions on Pacific 
Lumber land groups occasionally met with this hostility, bout 
never with actual violence. During tree-sits activists were 
sometimes threatened with having their tree cut down with them 
in it, but of course this never oceured, nor was the threat 
ever brough close to fruition (i.e. a revving chainsaw at the 
base of the tree). Once a PL tree climber ascended a sitter's tree 
and poured 2 golden substance all over 1%, then he and the group 
of loggers below cleimed it was deisel oll and they were golng 
to burn the tree. The substance turned out to be honey. A similar 
incident occured in June, 1989, when a man and woman parked.:near 
sitters and felgned the mixing of chemicals, then poured the 
substance on the base of the tree. This was all fum and games., 
Pacific Lumber is very image conscious and seems to Keep a 
tight rein on its émployees. LP and GP could be a different 
scene, as they hire many more €yppos who make much less money 
and may feel less to lose by striking out against ‘protesters. 
MEMKXREXKKK During one anti-LP demo in Calpella lest year I was ; 
struck by a hostile logger who had previously been' revving his’ | + 
chainsaw at demonstrators. A group of Earth Firstiers was run 
o*f the road in their car by a truck driver they had blockaded 
the vrevious day--tne dGriver worked for a company contracting 
with LP. LP and GP are among the more crass of big logazing 
companies and will likely have to be watched closely during os ft 
demonstrations. In Whitethorn last year members of a family we. ae 
logging its land leshed out against protesters, striking several». 3‘; 
people and shooting a shotgun into the air. Virtually all of: _— 
these incidents went unprosecuted by local authorities, although 
police witnessed most of the violence. Protesters this year 
will need to make police accouhtable for violence against them. 

In other states violence against forest activists hes been 
somewhat intense. During a 1988 tree-sit 4n oregon, one sitter 
had a tree felled into his perch and another--which was attached ' 
+o his tree at the base-~felled. Goncurrently, a sheriff's officer 
held the peeceful demonstrator all day in the sight of his 
high-powered rifle while the loggers almost killed him. 

In Texas :the US Forest Service cut a man down out of a tree, 
and when he jumped safely into ‘another the FS cut down that 
tree as well. Upon lending the man was 4njured and ke recently 
won a Civil eult against the FS. . 

In all, our direct actions in the woods and in logging 
towns have been met usually with hostility, but not the : 
violence one might expect from such a large number of confrontations. 
This Summer could bring meny scenserios: with wood workers 
becoming increasingly aware thet the real enemy is their corporate 
boss, LP and GP workers may be less anxious to strike out against 
demonstrators. Likely a few wild hairs exist wo see us 2s the 
enemy and would attack if they thought they could get away with it. 
With such high levels: of publicity, and with protester outreach 
to the “authorities, cops snould be peaceful this Summer unless 
‘the official word comes down to inflict some damage. I feel peace blac 3S 
tiereticher 4s" most likely, though I would never doubt the ability 
of local governments to inflict violence as a political tool or 
to call out the national guard to do it for them.

Undesirable pasture plants are often 
left by random grazing and allowed to 
Mature, seed and multiply. Random graz- 
Ing also resuits in a portion of the pasture 
being overgrazed and subject to erosion, 
Many shepherds have increased the 
amount and quality of thes forage by rota 
tional grazing. Burt Raynes of Oak Mead 
ows Farm, Napa, California, nas taken 
the rotational grazing concept and devel- 
Oped an innovauve combination of inter- 
sive rotatonal grazing of sheep and 
chickens which resuits in highly produc- 
tive and sustainable pastures. His 150- 
acre sheep farm not only feeds his flock 
of sheep and chickens but also renews 
the sod and encourages active growth of 
microorganisms, worms and insects, Surt 
provides food for microorganisms, worm 
and insect growth trough the addition of 
frequent imgation water and muich to his 
Califorma pastures. He finds that the ad- 
ditional water and mutch enables the fast 
regrowth of the forage as well as en 
Courages the important multiplication of 
mucroorganisms, worms and insects, The 
worm and insect multiplication provides 
ample food for his chickens and valuable 
aod enhancement. 

The Oak Meadows Farm rotational sys- 
+ tem can Mandie 125-150 sheep on a unit 
Of thurty individual pastures of one acre 
apiece, Burt provides on-site water and 
all the sheep are grazed for one day in 
. They are moved earty 
‘the next day to another pasture, Depend- 
ing on the weather conditions and the 
time of year, the sheep will return to the 
first pasture in 25-30 days. The condition 
of the grass will determine the interval, 
Excess pasture is used for hay and er-

When the sheep are removed from a 
pasture, That pasture lot is ungated to 
Capture and disperse excrement to the 
80H. After @ pasture regrowth period of ten 
days, there will be an increase in insect 
and worm populations as weil as piant re- 
growth, Night irrigation just before the 
chickens (or ducks or geese) are released 
into the lot will Dring insects and worms. 
10 the surface, At daybreak about 150 
small broiler chickens are introduced to 
the field, Twenty-four hours tater the 
chickens are moved to a fresh lot. Under 
ideal conditions the total population of 
earthworms alone can teach 2,000 
pounds per acre, 

After the poultry are removed, the pas- 
ture IS again krigated to capture, distrib- 
ute and transport the excrement to he 
soil. Each one acre lot needs to be sup- 
plied with a dressing of low cost mulch 
material at least once a month, Surt em- 
phasizes that the kind of muicn is not im 























portant, The shepherd shouid lok for ans 
Inexpensive source Mat is easy to haul 
and abundant, Pastures are reseeded ary 
nually in the fall, first by broadcasting red 
and subterranean clovers and then Rar 
rowng lightly. Oak Meadows Farm pas- 
ures are a healthy mixture of clovers, 
filery, orchard grass and other native 


grasses, 

The success of Burl’s sustamable graz- 
ing program fies in Ins excellent plant 
Utilization and regrowth which abundant 
water and mulch encourage. Only the top 
tender portions of the forage are eaten by 
the sheep, The removal of the sheep from 


the pasture allows plant regrowth and - 


prevents forages trom being eaten so 
close to the rootline that fast regrowth is 
difficult or impossible. 

Surt has a basic flock of about 500 
Rambdouillets which include some Corne- 
dales and Cheviots. He uses tus system

Besides, 
we are not trying to overthrow capitalism for 
the benefit of the proletariat. In fact, the 
society we envision is not spoken to in any 
leftist theory I’ve ever heard of. Those theo- 
ries deal.only with how to redistribute the 
spoils of exploiting the earth to benefit a 
different class of humans. We need to build 
a society thatis not based on the exploitation 
of the earth at all—a soctety whose goal Is to 
achieve a:stable state with nature for the 
benefit of all species. 

‘Of course we are nowhere near such a 


society. But having this kind of world view . 
does not mean we are working on social 


rather than ecological issues, or that we are 
humanists instead of deep ecologists. It just 
helps shape the strategies used in our EF! 
organizing. Dave Foreman would like to 
the movement small and pure. But 
profound social changes don’t happen with- 
out mass movements, and we need a whole 
lotmore of us to bring about even the modest 
reforms needed.to save the redwoods. So the 


“strategy for Redwood Summer was to in- 


crease our numbers. We had 2000 people at 
the EFI rally in Ft. Bragg, and we have been 
staging constant actions all summer. We're 
not watering down the movement—we're 
spreading our radicalism by sending all those 


people home with new experience in direct- 


action. 






Another change that goes with our 
world view is the prominence of women in 
EFI Ed Abbey’s retrogressive view of women 
as $ex objects doesn’t make it here, where 
- about 3/4 of the EF! organizers are strongand 
competent: women.” And although male 
dominance Is not the only problem with our 
society or the sole reason for the destruction 
of nature, itis definitely a factor. Any change 
toward a non-exploitive culture would have 
to Include a balance between masculine and 
feminine, and we:had better start with our 
‘own movement. 

It ts particularly tronic that Dave sees us 
~ as having Strayed from EFl’s principles, be- 
cause we are the front line warriors of Earth 
First!; risking our lives out there defending 
the forest. And that is the most important 
part ofourmovement. Wearea directaction 
group, andour policy js seton the front lines, 
not on the lecture clreult or in the minds of 
theoreticians. 

___Nobody has all the answers, and one of 
the strengths of Earth First! has always been 
our diversity. Rednecks for Wildemess and 
Hippy Wu-Wu's can co-exist in Earth First!, 
as long as we are all fighting to save this 
planet. Our decentralized non-structure 
leaves room for many strategies to be fol- 
lowed at once. But if Dave Foreman or 
anyone else starts insisting on conventional. 
ity, we will lose our spark. 

I don’t see Dave's leaving as a split in 
Earth First!, but rather as an evolution. We 
are not moving away from his Ideas, we are 
expanding them. The activities he proposes 
are not in competition with ours, and there 
is no reason for anyone to have to choose 
sides. Things are not the same as they were 
ten years ago and Earth Firstl is changing too. 
But we will continue, and a year from now 


- we'llstill be out there kicking corporate butt.

A SUPER-SYMBOLIC ECONOMY 


From Saudi Arabia and the Soviet Union to Western Europe and 
East Asiz, the entire structure of power that held the world 
together is now disintegrating. A key, unnoticed reason. for this 
gicbal sheke-up is the rise of a radically new system for wealth. 
creation in which information (including everything from scientif- 
vc researtn to advertising hype) plays a derainant role. This new 
systera for making wealth is totally dependent on the instant 
communication and dissemination of data, ideas, symbols and 
syraboiism. It is a super-symbolie economy. 

All our old economic theories, models and measurement meth- 
ods, designed for the smokestack era, are increasingly obsolete. 
Fven our notions of efficiency and productivity. Throughout the 
smokestack era, the mass production of millions of identical prod- 
nets was symbolic of “modern times.” Today, exactly as first 
suggested in “Future Shock” in 1976 and “The Third Wave” in 
1980, we are standing the principle of mass production onits head. 

Computerdriven technologies are making it possible to turn out 
small runs of increasingly customized goods and services aimed at 
niche markets. Smart conipanies are moving from long runs of 
comraodity products to short runs of “higher value-added prod~ 
wets” like specialty steels and chemicals. Constant innovation 
shortexs produce life cycies. 

These changes have torn the beily out of some industrial giants 
that once dominated the economy and wielded enormous clout in 
Washington. The same changes have also shrunk the power of the 
mass-production labor unions. The same de-massification process 
has undercut she three giant TV networks, fragmenting their audi 
ences as cable and other media arose to servenew niche markets. 

Power also has been shifting rapidly in world finance as capital 
markets, too, change in response to the new system for wealth 
creation. Powerful old Wail Street firms, closely hitched to the old 
industrial dinosaurs, decline relative to firms that make the most 
sophisticated use of computers, telecommunications and financial 
’ software to spew out a stream of customized niche products—aew 
types of securities, mortgages and insurance policies. Financial 
changes parallel those on the factory floor and shatter the old 
pecking order in money markets.

Andit 
threatens the power of yet another key institution of the smoke- 
stack era: the central bank. 

‘ Money itself ts, in a sense, becoming de-massified. As products 
and services diversify, new technologies make possible a return to 
: a condition that existed before the Industrial Revolution—the 
coexistence of multiple currencies in a single economy. We may be 
approaching the age of “designer currencies.” 

Japan is awash in this para-money. Customers buy 10 million 
cards a month from NTT, the phone company. They pay a sum in 
advance, then use the cards for making telephone calls. NTT loves

another. The new model of production that springs from the super- 
symbolic economy sees production as increasingly simultaneous 
and synthesized. The parts of the process cannot be isolated from 
oneanother, « 

Weare, in fact, discovering that “production” neither begins nor 
ends in the factory. Thus, the latest models of economic production 
extend the process both upstream anc downstream—forward into 
aftercare or “support” for the produc: even after it is sold, as in 
auto-repair warranties or the support expected from the retailer 
when a person buys a computer. Before long, the conception of 
production will reach even beyond that to ecologically safe dispos- 
al of the product after use. 

Similarly, it may extend the definition backward toinclude such 
fonctions as training of the employee, provision of day care, and 
other services. An unhappy muscle-worker could be compelled to 
be “productive.” In high-symbolic activities, happy workers pro- 
duce more. Hence, productivity begins even before the worker 
arrives in the office. It depends on the images, data. ideas, attitudes 
and symbols she or he brings to the job. 


THE DOUBLE PAYMENT 


Productivity also increasingly depends on contributions from 
the customer. In a world in which money ts “informationalized” 
and information “monetized,” the consumer pays for every pur- 
chase twice over: frst with money and a second time by providing 
information that is worth money. 

The customer typically gives this away for noshing via the 
optical scanner and the universal bar code on almost every iter: 
purchased—showing type of product, brand and size preferred, 
time of purchase. If a customer buys several bagfuls of different 
products, the same data become available for each item, and it 
becomes theoretically possible to interrelate these items to one 
another, in order to infer a pattern of purchasing—a consumption 
“simature” for each individual or group of customers. If the 
‘shopper pays with a credit card, much more is revealed: (1) name; 
(2)address and postal code (important for segmenting markets); (3) 
credit information; (4) a basis for inferring the family income. By 
combining all this it soon will become possible to construct a 
surprisingly detailed picture of the individual's life style.

Simultaneously, the advanced economy transfers other forms of 
production to the global level. Cars, computers and many other 
products are no longer made in a single country, but require 
components and assembly in many nations. And nations are 
finding it harder to regulate global corporations capable of trans- 
ferring operations, funds, pollution and people across borders. 

These twin changes, one driving production down and the other 
up, have direct political parallels. Together they explain pressures 
for political decentralization in all high-tech nations—and simul: 
taneous attempts to shift power upward to supra-national agen- 
cies. The most significant of the latter is the European Communi. 
ty’s drive to recentralize power at a higher level by creating a 
single integrated market, currency and central bank, But even as 
the EC tries to concentrate political and economic decision-mak- 
ing, various regions are taking advantage of its attack on national 
power from above to launch a parallel attack from below.
